This evening will mark the close of
the poultry show, and It |4 safe to say
that it will also mark the close of the
most sugcessful exhibition in
tory of the aszsoclation. It
though this year every fancler and
amateur in the state Had entered the
competition for prizes, and as & result
the public were treated to as fine & col-
lection of Towls of evety class as it 1s
possible to assemble. There ara a few
of course who did not recelve either
prizea or mention, but are very few In-
deed, and as a result of their efforts
in making the show a success, many
will recelve valuable prizes. Few of
the exhibitors are dissatisfled with the
awards, and all unite in saying that
the birds were judged with great falr-
ness, a fine tribute to the judges.

One protest only has thus far been
made agalnst the awards, . C. Rey-
nolds contesting the award of the
Judges of the first premium for breed-
ing yarde of brown Leghorns to C.
Lawson of thls city, Both exhlbits were
thrown out.

The greatest diversity of opinlon is
ghown In the guesses as to the welght
of the big bronze turkey, the guesses
ranging from seven to forty-two
pounds. The greatest curiosity ol the
whole show iz probably the Incubator
at work In the basement, occupied at
Ppresent hy from fifty to sixty chicks,
a1l showing their citizenship by the
greed with which they compete for
points of vantage in thelr temporary
home. The broken shells présent groat
obatacles to the new born chleks In
thelr exploring expeditions and it is a
pretty sight to see thelr valn efforts to
get about.

On the upper tler the temperature Is
eonstantly kept at 103 degrees and
here the young ones dre supposed to
hatch and remain until throroughly dry,
- but many have found their way to the
lower part, where the temperature is
only about 90 degrees, The egire, which
were bought egpeclally for the exhibl-
tion are a fine mixture of Plymouth
Rocks, Leghorns and athers, and out of
the ninety eggs It 1s expected that
about seventy of these will hateh suc-
ceesfully. Of these it s Impossible to
tell how many will live, but C, P. Jor-
dan of West Haven, the exhibitor, ia
in expectation of from fifty to sixty
clinglng to life.

“This guestion cuts decper than the
one propounded to the supreme court
in the Dred Socott cage. The opinlon
glven there was that we could not ac-
quire any Amerlean territory to hoeld
permanently as a dependent provinee.
If that position be unsound, it wou'd
not follow that istands appertaining to
another comtinent could be so acquired
and held, To acquire; of course, I8 ong
thing, and to keep, another. I we
ghould he unable or unwilling to hold
them permanently as a colonial depend-
ency, how could we get rid of such
sions?

"Could such a decision be made
either through congress Yty law, or the
president and senate by tréaty, or both
together, If It took the shape of a glft
Lo the Filipinog, under which our own-
ershlp and soverelgnty would pass to
them as an independent power? An
authority for such a transaction is ex-
presgly given in the econstitution. If
Implied, it wounld probably have to rest
on the assumption that the Philippines
had proved a damnosa hereditas, There
would be greater difflculty in defend-
ing It on the ground that we had taken
them as an act of humanity to spread
the blessings of independent 1herly
over an oppregfed people, after we had
elevated and educated them sufficlontly
to make them fit to use it arlght. For
foreign missionnry work of this kind in
anather continent our constitution con-
talna no provision.

“The case of Cuba is, of course, far
different. That lies at our doors. It
has not been ¢eded to the United States,
Spain hag relinquished Hor soverelgnity,
but she has not transferred it to us, Our
Position 18 to be that of a custodian or
recelver, The soverclgnty s, In eltect,

pledged consent, to the Cuban peaple,
whenever they organize a government
for themselves, and show that they can
malntain it, and with it the peape and
order to which Cuba has been so long
a stranger.

“The Philippines also oceupy a very
different relatlon Lo us, as respects the
questions of constitutional Hmitations,
from that wlilch belongs to Mawall or
Parto Rico, The West India Islands
appertain to our continent as fully as
Nantucket or the Dry Tortugas. Ha-
wall Is nearer to It than to any other,
and no ship owner or naval officer, in
these days when it is coal that moves
commeree and defends it will question
that it is within our legitimate ‘sphere
of influence.’

“If we follow the ordliiary ruleg of
construction, the provisions of tRe
third, fifth, and elghth amendments
mudt be regarded In any form of terei-
torlal government which congress may
comstruet for any part of the United
States, including, of course, Porto Rico
and the Philippines, should the pending
treuty be ratifled, and if, as T have
taken for granted, it cedes to us the
goverafenty over both,

“If not, it must be on the theory tha
the guarantees which they afford to
persanal Hberty refer only to proceed-
Ings had in the exercise of the judicia
power of the Unilefl States. To read
them thte would seem to me to violate
the ordinary rule that constitutional
proviglnns for the safety of the individ-
ual.and the security of property should
he favorably and liberally construed,

“In Milllgan's case the supreme oonurt
held that in time of war and at the scat

At the present moment the conditions
thus desoribed exist. The pregident is
holding these Islands during a forelgn
war, with the rights of a military eom-
mander In an enemy's counitry, Fe hak
granted an armistice, He hag negotl-
ated a treaty of peace. But until the
gsenate acts our declaratlon of war re-
miins unrevoked; a state of war, for
nll purposes of military occupation, still

The following conelusions were stated
a8 In the speaker's opinion unavolda-
hle:

“There fs no constitutional abiection
to the acquisition of any or all of our
new possessions, or to =ubjecting them
to a temporary government of miiitary
or colontal form. There {5 ho constitu-
tional ohjectlon to our tdking tempora-
ry possession of Cuba ns a frlend of the
Cubans, and malntalning peacs and or-
der by a military oeccupation, under the
president of the TUnited States, until
such time ag we may deem its people fit
to govern themselves, Tt i8 a practiconl
application of the Monroe doctrine in
ita modern form.

“TIntil eongreas acls the president can
govern our new possesslops with no
nther authority than that with which
his great office Is clothed by the econ-
stitution in its grant of executlve pow-
er. If the Spanish treaty should be rat-
[fled congress could replace the tempo-
rary goveérnment which the president
has set up In Porto Rieo by whatever
form of adminlstration it may think
proper, not Incomslstent with the prin-
ciples and provisions of the constitution
of the United States, and maintain it
until the Inhabitants may be it to gov-
ern themselves. No fixed limit of time
can he assigned for the duration of ruch
a regime. We have held Alaska under
such conditions already for thirty years
and she is hardly more desérving of au-
tonomy now than when she was a Rus-
glan provines, We have held New Mex-
fen, under different forms of adminle-
tration, for nearly fAfty years, and the
charapcter and traditions and laws of a
Latin race are still so deeply stamped
upon her people and her Institutions
that no demand of party exipercy hus
been sirong enough to gscure her ad-
mission to the privilege of stalahood
as in so many other

that new conditions must he dealt with,
in fundamentals, under old laws.,

“The people of the United States,
when they framed this constitution for
themselves and thely posterity, had they
contemplated o day when the exeoutive
might negotiate a treaty of cesslon em-
brecing an archlpelago In the waters of
Asla, might have relaxed some of the
restrictions which they were, laying
down to Hmit the leglslative power.
They might algo have strengthened and
multipied them. They may now be
asked to declare thelr will, through the
